The  International  Students  fire- 
side Sunday  will  feature  a talk  by 
a visiting  professor  who  translated 
the  standard  works  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
into  the  Japanese  language. 

PROFESSOR  TATSUI  SATO  is  at 

BYU  teaching  Japanese  and  study- 
ing LDS  Church  history. 

The  fireside  will  be  held  at  8:45 
p.m.  in  167  McKay  Bldg.  Prof.  Sato 
will  speak  on  the  religious  ferment 
in  Asia. 

PROF.  SATO  served  16  years  as 
the  official  translator  of  the  Jap- 
anese Mission,  now  the  Northern 
Far  East  Mission. 

He  re-translated  the  “Book  of 
Mormon”  into  modern  Japanese 
language  and  translated  the  “Doc- 
trine and  Covenants,”  the  “Pearl 
of  Great  Price,”  Talmage’s  “Jesus 
the  Christ,”  and  many  other  Church 
books. 

ACCORDING  TO  Prof.  Sato,  the 
translation  of  the  standard  works 
took  nine  years  to  complete. 

He  said  that  there  are  50,000 


ance  to  missionaries,  members  and 
investigators  of  the  Church  in  Ja- 
pan. 

LAST  YEAR  Prof.  Sato  traveled 
to  Laie,  Hawaii;  where  he  trans- 
lated the  Church  temple  ordinances 
into  the  Japanese  lauguage. 

Prof.  Sato  was  converted  to  the 
Church  after  he  met  an  American 
serviceman  in  his  howe  town  of 
Narumi.  The  serviceman,  Ray- 
mond E.  Hanks,  is  now  a resident 
of  Provo.  After  his  baptism,  Prof. 
Sato  was  ordained  an  elder  by  the 
late  Elder  Matthew  Cowley,  who 
was  a member  of  the  Quorum  of 
the  Twelve.  Prof.  Sato  was  the 
only  Japanese  elder  ordained  by 
Elder  Cowley. 

BEFORE  JOINING  the  Church, 
Prof.  Sato  earned  a Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  chemistry  from 
the  Tohodu  Imperial  University, 
where  he  remained  as  an  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry. 

After  finishing  his  studies  at 
BYU,  Prof.  Sato  plans  to  return 
to  Japan  and  assist  in  the  mis- 
sionary program  of  the  Church  and

)e  (by  the  tournament  officials  at  least)  the  best  of  the 
neet.  The  two  seeded  teams  enter  the  conflict  in  the 
juarterfinals  and  from  that  point  the  schedule  is  ar- 
ranged such  that  if  the  two  seeded  teams  go  through  the 
;ournament  undefeated  they  will  meet  in  the  champion- 
hip  game  on  Saturday 

The  seeding  practice  prevents  the  best  teams  from 
neeting  early  in  the  tournament  and  eliminating  one 
from  the  running.
